SHOW-OFf SEASON 
A lot of brcnth and a lot of newsprint have 
been squandered on dhcusalons of the In- 
come tax cuts, proposed by President Tru- 
man nnd the house of representatives. Both 
the, breath and the paper might have been 
saved. 

Mr. Truman knows perfectly well that the 
Republican congress would never approve his 
cut of $40 across the board, with higher cor- 
poration taxes to make up the loss In revenue. 
The house knew cquiilly well that Its whop' 
ping reduction of 56.500.000,000 not only 
would be vetoed, but would surely be trimmed 
down by the senate. 

All of which means that the silly season Is 
again upon us. From now until November, 
both parties will be mixing serious business 
with antics to Impress the voterj. 

With opposite parties controUlnB the exe- 
cutive and legislative branches of the gov- 
ernment, we can expect the ancient, Invari- 
able cJcctlon-year pattern to be repeated. 
Eadi party will try to outdo the other In 
promises. 

Aid and comfort will be offered to the farm' 
ers, to organized labor, to the veterans, to bljt 
business and little business. Democrats and 
Republicans will put up phantom Christmas 
trees loaded with higher wages, lower prices, 
bigger subsidies, lower laxcs. more housing, 
easier credit, and other visionary sugar plums. 

Both parties will bo frantically kidding 
themselves, and hopirig that they are kidding 
the public too. And probably a segment of the 
public will be deceived, at that. 

But there Is another segment of the public 
that can see what would happen If the phan- 
tom Christmas trees were real. Their top- 
heavy load would tumble them over Immed- 
iately, of course. So this other segment Is 
going to be more Interested in seeing what 
the tow parties will work out when they 
buckle down to realities. 

Foremost among the realities Is a budget. 
There will be a lot of sharp and bitter clashes 
before It can be agreed on. 

Whatever the final agreement, the budget 
total Is going to be a big one. When that 
total Is known the logical time to consider 
tax cuts will be at hand. Even then, present 
conditions will present some special prob- 
lems. 

AH of us, for obvious personal reasons, 
would welcome an Income tax cut. Millions 
of Americans are having a truly desperate 
time to make ends meet. ' 

But what would happen to prices with bil- 
lions of extra dollars In circulation? What 
would happcii If money given to the consumer 
were taken from corporations that otherwke 
might expand operations. Increase produc- 
tion, and help bring supply and demand more 
nearly into balance? How much relief, and 
what kind, will case the tax burden without 
Increasing inflation? 

The two parties In Washington must an- 
swer those serious questions, once they have 
stopped standing on tlielr heads to Impress 
the voters.

Yet Horch testified against his 
own principal at a trial which Roe- ' 
rich could not attend la hli own 
defense because be waa banished to 
India. lUea Horch began clrll ac- 
tion to recover UUa to the Ismssery. 
or Josa-hoiie. now grown to a sky- 
acrapcr. 

Horch had come out of his daio 
and wanted to Uke back hU gilts 
to hla old god-man. The department 
of agriculture, imder Wallace, assist- 
ed Horeh by Issuing a press release 
ot a critical moment In the trial 
cuslng Roerleh of being a Japanese 
spy. This was Intended to dbcredll 
Hoerlch. 

After Wallace had finished his 
term as vice president and Rooscvoll 
made him secretary of commerce, 
he appointed Horch regional di- 
rector ol the department of com- 
merce for the sutes of Hew York 
aiul New Jersey.

The Idea that poverty-stricken. In- 
etilclent people have soma Innate 
right to be fed, clothed, housed 
and "supported In Idleness" from the 
public purse Is a menace to demo, 
cracy, Dr. Ejiroeat A. Hooton, anlh- 
ropologlst, naacrted laal night. 

When social programs ore based 
upon that Idea, Dr. Ilooton said In a 
lecture tjcfore a Stanford university 
audience, "drmocraey U lost." 

Dr. Ilooton, who is a professor 
llan-urd university, said charity 
multiplies those who receive it. 
"ItecocnUe No ObIl(itlon 
'Stupid slilftless and Improvident 
man beings," he added, "breed 
J most rapidly because they feel 
little responsibility to their off- 
spring and recognise no obligation 
to society, but only their right 
be supported by It. 

He suBgesled u plan tor peace 
requiring birth control, a system of 
cvoluatlng Individual pcrsonalltlfi 
Id an attempt to Increase Uie "low 
Q, ot BOvemmenLs." 
Youngsters would be tested 
times to determine their potential 
abilities. Tliote found Incapable of 
social usefuIncTJi and decent be. 
havlor would bo weeded out of thi 
educational system, 

KuigFsU School Ilcrorina 
Echool t^-ould be reformed to get 
away from "haphaiard teadilng ot 
facts, theories and techniques with 
out rcBard to tho capacity of stU' 
dents to prolli by them." 

"If we malt Iced ond foster Uie 
Incompetent," he added, "we should 
at the same time prevent Uiclr 
producing tliclr kind." 

He i^ald the nmt discouraging 
feature of Uie world Is that the 
fate ot humanity Is In tho hands ot 
govenimcnta "which almost always 
exhibit behaviors resultant of the 
average IntclliBence of tlielr 
c It liens."
